The news of the outrage created 
intense indignation, and when the 
negro was captured and positively 
identified yesterday extra precau­ 
tions were tak en to prevent a lynch­ 
ing. 
Twelve armed guards were sta­ 
tioned at the jail, but at 2 o’clock 
the morning the guards were over­ 
powered by a mob and the prisoner 
tak en from jail. 
Bush was tak en to an electric- 
light pole in the center of the town 
and while strongly protesting his 
innocence 
a 
rope 
was 
placed 
around his neck and he was strung 
up to the cross arm. 
He was 
swung up for a few minutes and 
then the men who held the rope 
lowered the wretch to the ground 
The frenzied mob then lifted the 
negro to the to[) of a cab and tied 
the rope to the cross arm-and the cab 
was driven from under him.

drop brok e his neck and he died in 
two minutes.
